Mr. Mondale's hypertension is 
as moderate on the basis of 
its highest peak, 170/ 1 10, recorded 
in 1972 while he was already being 
treated with a diuretic. A reading of 
140/90 is considered normal. 

When last measured, Mr. Mon- 
dale’s blood pressure was a normal 
138/86, as it was on the two previ- 
ous occasions in which it has been 
measured since May 1983, Dr. 
Hurwitz said. 

Dr. Hurwitz said he had found 
evidence in Mr. Mondale of a com- 
mon condition, benign prostatic 
hypertrophy, or enlarged prostate, 
but that he reported no symptoms 
attributable to h. Tests of kidney 
function crucial in high blood pres- 
sure patients, and for blood choles- 
terol and triglycerides were all re- 
ported to be within normal limits. 

According to the National Cen- 
ter for Health Statistics, Mr. Mon- 
dale, at 56, and with successfully 
controlled high blood pressure has 
the statistical probability of living 
20J2 more years, to 76, and Mr. 
Reagan, at 73, has the statistical 
probability of hying 9.7 more years, 
to 82. The statistics apply to the 
population at large and not neces- 
sarily to an individual

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New Evasions on Beirut 


President Reagan reached two further levels 
of irrelevant and evasion last week in dealing 
with the Beirut bombing. You will recall he 
had first attributed the insufficient security to 
the son of routine slippage associated with a 
slow job of kitchen-remodeling. Public out- 
rage. some from his admirers, forced a retreat, 
and he was soon back with an even more 
feckless alibi: that the bombing resulted from 
the “near destruction of our intelligence capa- 
bility in recent years, before we came here.” 

it is true that professionals regard penetra- 
tion erf terrorist groups as the best safeguard 
against the bombings, murders and kidnap- 
pings that have dogged Americans in Leba- 
non. It is conceivable that steps taken in the 
past could have derailed the penetration of the 
ring that attacked the embassy. But there is no 
evidence that this is so. The testimony of every 
current and past knowledgeable official, in- 
cluding Vice President George Bush, himself a 
former director or Central Intelligence, is con- 
sistent on that score. Mr. Reagan's CLA direc- 
tor confirms that the general post-Vietnam 
cuts in the agency's budget and personnel were 
reversed in the Carter period. 

As the spaciousness of Mr. Reagan's at- 


tempt to fob off the disaster on Jimmy Carter 
became obvious, the president went to Evasion 
No. 3. He complained to reporters about “the 
way you distorted my remarks about the 
CIA." A spokesman explained that the presi- 
dent had in mind “reports in the media putting 
the blame entirely on the Carter administra- 
tion." We checked the text. It pennits no other 
reading than that he was dumping full blame 
on Jimmy Carter, to the point of as s ign i ng h i m 
a motive of guilt about spying. Mr. Carter 
deserved at least the “explanation" — not an 
apology, the White House said — that he got 
from Mr. Reagan last Friday. 

There is a note of real apprehension in the 
administration's responses, as though it feared 
tha t the very word “Lebanon," like “Iran” for 
Jimmy Carter, is hauling people back lo a 
place of presidential failure and ignominy. 
There is a hint that the bombing could become 
the first disaster to break through the presi- 
dent’s defenses of staff and style and to mark 
him personally. His proper response is to ac- 
knowledge the emerging truth about (he Beirut 
bombings — and to do all that is necessary to 
protect Americans still on the scene.

The Interest-Rate Puzzle 


U.S. interest rates are down — a little. Most 
banks dropped their prime lending rate a quar- 
ter of a percentage point last week, from 13 
percent to 12&. The reason is that the economy 
is no longer growing as fast as it did last winter 
and spring. Inflation is staying relatively low. 
But, amid such good economic performance, 
why are the rates still so high? 

The explanation is the great surge of bor- 
rowing that is under way. With the country 
nearly two years into the recovery from the 
recession, businesses are straining their inter- 
nal resources and increasingly going to the 
credit markets. There they have to compete 
with (he voracious credit demands of the U.S. 
Treasury as it borrows to finance the adminis- 
tration’s huge budget deficits. 

All this borrowing has to be financed out of 
a trickle of savings that remains remarkably 
small. Business, the consumer and the Trea- 
sury are all vigorously bidding for access to 
that trickle of savings, and the bidding keeps 
the interest rates high. The Treasury just sold 
an issue of one-year notes at a yield more than 
7 percentage points higher than the inflation 
rate — three or four times the yield most 
investors considered adequate until several 
years ago. Mr. Reagan's original economic 
plan was supposed to increase savings and 
provide a great surge of capital into business 
investment and industrial expansion at moder-

The EC and Central America 

The United States did not greet the meeting 
[of European Community foreign ministers] in 
San Jose. Costa Rica, with great enthusiasm. 
The administration tried unsuccessfully to in- 
fluence participants to the conference, and 
The Washington Post reports that the United 


States is trying to pressure its so-called allies in 
Central America (particularly El Salvador, 
Honduras and Costa Rica) to reject the peace 
plan of the Contadora group. 

Washington wants more solid guarantees 
against the reinforcement of Nicaragua's mili- 
tary potential and against Sandinist support of 
guerrillas in El Salvador. These reservations 
make Nicaragua look like the principal benefi- 
ciary of the San Jose meeting. But it is a 
relative and fleeting success. The politics of the 
region are marked by ambiguity. 

Not only is the latest Contadora proposal 
yet to receive the unreserved approval of all 
nations concerned, but its eventual application 
faces serious difficulties — beginning with its 
call for a pullout of all foreign mOitary advis- 
ers and the dismantling of military training 
bases in Central America.

The Hong Kong agreement has been re- 
ceived favorably across the world except in the 
U.S.S.R. and Taiwan, but the nasty dilemmas

Prime among them is the threat (rf 
3 swamping immigration into Britain from 
Hong Kong over the next 10 years. 

For others, a more urgent question is wheth- 
er Hong Kong should be granted direct de- 
mocracy before 1997. Political parties based 
on Western divisions show few signs of emerg- 
ing there. Chances are that political activity 
would be dominated by pressure groups and 
extremists (the pro-Taiwan faction versus the 
Communists) at the expense of the middle. 

Hong Kong's present system, rather akin to 
a Senate or a House of Lords unlimited by a 
lower chamber, has worked to the benefit of 
the colony and is best changed only slowly. It 
smacks of hypocrisy to deny lo Hong Kong 
what we allow ourselves and demand of China. 
But Hong Kong's highest interest now is to get 
to 1997 still stable and prosperous.

1909: Macao Boundary Talks Stalled 
HONG KONG — The negotiations for the 
delimitation of the Macao boundary have ar- 
rived at a deadlock owing to the Chinese 
delegate firmly resisting the claims of the Por- 
tuguese. The Heung-Shan gentry, believing 
that the Wai-Wu-Pu would yield to the pres- 
sure of Portugal and grant territory in addition 
to that already occupied by the Portuguese, 
after conferring cabled to the Wai-Wu-Pu, 
urging tile refusal of Portugal's claim to certain 
territory within the present boundary of the 
islands south-east of Macao and to the control 
of the inner harbor.

N EW YORK — Warren E. Bur- 
ger, who began his lfiib term 
Monday when the LLS. Supreme 
Court convened, will soon become 
the 20th century’s longest-sitting 
chief justice of the United States. The 
irony of his situation is that the long- 
er his ccmtinmty of leadership, the 
-more unstable and divisive the court 
over which be presides. 

Warren Burger doubtless sees in 
his length of service the important 
values of continuity and judicial sta- 
bility. From 1801 to 1910, there were 
only five chief justices, and for 84 of 
those years only three. In the tenures 
of its chief justices, and other ways, 
the court has fell the 20th century’s 
tendency to fragmentation. The fust 
half of this century aw six chief jus- 
tices. It was not unlil 1953, when Earl 
Warren began his nearly 16-year ten- 
ore, that any 20th-century chief jus- 
tice carved out a period of extended 
hegemony. As Chief Justice Burger, 
who is 77, adds to the renewed tradi- 
tion of continuity, he shows no signs 
erf diminished zeal for the office. 

But the continuity and stamp of 
identity on the court that Chief Jus- 
tice Burger wants to personify has 
proved increasingly elusive. This 
chief justice, who is more committed 
to effective court administration than 
any predecessor save William How- 
ard Taft, and who trumpets the val- 
ues of stability, predictability and fi- 
nality in judicial derisions, presides 
over the most fragmented, bitterly 
divided court since Ihe New Deal. 

The Burger Court has largely oper- 
ated in the Warren Court’s shadow. 
History will judge Earl Warren to be 
one of the two, possibly three, great- 
est chief justices. More than any 
court, the Warren Court grasped and 
elevated the fundamental constitu- 
tional themes at the heart of Ameri- 
ca's distinctive conceptions of justice. 
It galvanized America’s sense of en- 
during values, purpose, progress. 

To the Warren Court was given the 
magnificent challenge of confronting 
the fundamental contradiction in the 
Constitution: its grim legacy of rac- 
ism. Even after the foundation for 
racial justice was put in the Constitu- 
tion by the 13tn. 14th and 15th 
Amendments, after the Gvfl War, 
there ensued almost a century of 
dreadful constitutional pretense, 
even schizophrenia, as the promises 
of an end to servitude, of nondiscrim- 
ination and erf the right to vote were 
left in cynical neglect. 

The Warren Court cast this demon 
out. No one can doubt that it was 
Eari Warren who led the court, in the 
gemimil 1954 school desegregation 
decision, to speak with the unanim- 
ity, august simplicity and dignity that 
was necessary to cany the day in the 
face of White House passivity, con- 
gressional opposition and massive re- 
sistance in the South. 

The end of constitutionally sanc- 
tioned racism released an era of ideal- 
ism and energy in constitutional de- 
velop men L The court led the way by 
pursuing conceptions of equality and 
individual dignity into the disgrace- 
ful inequities of the criminal-law pro- 
cess and into entrenched areas of 
privilege and exclusion in politics. It 
ushered in an era of tolerance in ex- 
pression and political belief. 

The Warren Court included a 
number of justices of rare personal 
distinction. There were Hugo L. 
Black, whose eloquence and grand 
constitutional convictions have hard- 
ly ever been equaled: the brilliant, 
caustic Felix Frankfurter; John Mar- 
shall Harlan, whose prodigious la- 
bors and attention to craft in the face 
of enveloping blindness was heroic; 
the passionate, eccentric rivil, liber- 
tarian WflKam O. Douglas. After Fe- 
lix Frankfurter left in 1962, the court 
maintained harmony, mutual respect 
.and a strong sense of purpose against 
the centrifugal forces of rapid consti- 
tutional change, strong personalities 
and differing convictions. 

The- Warren Court's legacy has 
proved more durable than most of its 
proponents would have dared hope. 
There was the failure of Lyndon B. 
Johnson's last-minute effort to make 
Abe Fortas chief justice and, shortly 
thereafter, Mr. Forias’s ignominious 
resignation. There was Richard Nix- 
on’s law-and-order campaign in 1968 
and his cynical effort to downgrade 
the court with two appointments ut- 
terly lacking in distinction (I do not 
refer to the able Clement F. Haynes- 
worth, whose treatment by the Senate 
was irresponsible). There was the fear 
that Warren E Burger's vocal criti- 
cism of some of the Warren Court’s 
landmark criminal procedure deci- 
sions exemplified a broad antipathy 
to the Warren Court’s activist consti- 
lutional jurisprudence. 

But after 15 years, the most signifi- 
cant feature of the Burger Court’s 
work lies in how far it has main - 
tained, and in some ways even ex- 
tended, the Warren Court’s legacy. 
The Burger Court has largely main- 
tained the Warren Court’s momen- 
tum toward racial justice, even as 
problems have gone beyond defining 
the scope of rights into the more 
difficult territory of fashioning effec-

collected with her late husband. Dr. 
Marcus Crahan. The collection will 
be auctioned at Sotheby's in New 
York on Oct. 9 and 10. 

“The books are exiremdy rare 
and cover the entire span of printed 
gastronomy,’’ said David Redden, 
director of Sotheby's book depart- 
ment. 

Among the items that have espe- 
cially excited rare books dealers 
and collectors are several volumes 
of incunabula, or books published 
before 1500, including what is 
thought to be the first edition of the 
first primed cookbook, “De boo- 
esta voluptaie," by Bartholomaeus 
SacchL, known as Platina. The book 
was printed in Venice on June 13. 
1475. 

An even rarer volume is the 1498 
first edition of Apidus’s “De re 
Coquin aria." primed in Milan. Ac- 
cording to Sotheby’s catalog, this is 
“the oldest known cookery book." 
The edition is based on the work of 
the celebrated First-century gour- 
met, M. Gavius Apidus. Only three 
other copies are known to exist. 

The books encompass 500 years 
of publishing history and include 
familiar titles such as Mis. Beeton’s 
“Book of Household Manage- 
ment," Hannah Glasse’s “Art of 
Cookery," Amelia Simmons’s

“American Cookery," and even a 
first edition of “The Joy of Cook- 
ing." There are books on wine and 
viticulture, on animal husbandry 
and horticulture, on beekeeping, 
beer making, the culture of die ol- 
ive. the virtues of abstinence, on 
pineapples, pickling and poisoning. 

The Crahans spent 40 years gath- 
ering the volumes. Passionate col- 
lectors, they were also gourmet 
cooks, food and wine lovers and, in 
Dr. Craban’s case, a first-rate ama- 
teur bookbinder, as many of the 
bindings in the collection demon- 
strate. He died in 1978. 

“It was terribly sad to watch the 
boxes of books going out of the 
house." Mrs. Crahan, who is 71, 
said, “but it just bad to be done, 
and you don't want to wait until 
you're too feeble to do it.” Sbe said 
that although sbe and her husband 
bad discussed giving the collection 
to an institution, “in the end we 
really didn't feel we could afford to 
do it.’’ 

Dr. Crahan was a fine cook, Mrs. 
Crahan said, but they were seldom 
tempted to try recipes from their 
antique volumes. “They’re interest- 
ing but not terribly practical " she 
said. “We were both more im- 
pressed with cuisine minceur, but 
mainly I rely 00 The Joy of Cook- 
ing’ and M. F. K. Fisher."

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New U.S. Rules 
On Tax Shelters 
Curbing Fraud

. WASHINGTON— New U.S. tax lawmpri- 
soas intended to identify abusive -tax. sheilas 
and punish violators more severely are bolster- 
ing efforts by the Internal Revenue Service and 
the Justice Department to curb unwarranted 
deductions. 

The IRS says the 1984 tax act, approved by 
Congress two months ago, is helping it to block 
shelters that are essentially tax dodges, lacking 
economic merit. It also reports that the courts 
are getting tougher and that the semce'ssuooess 
rate in audits has improved markedly. 

The Justice Department's lax division, mean- 
while. says it will have two dozen lawyers west- 
ing exclusively on fraudulent shelters. ' 

A tax shelter, basically, is an investment dial 
provides substantial deductions Iran income 
otherwise taxable to the investor. Real estate 
and aO exploration are two of the most popular. 
The government regards as abusive the shelters 
that promise immwiate deductions of several 
times the taxpayer’s cash investment, especially 
if the venture seems to have little prospect oT 
earning profits. 

In many cases, the government says, this is 
accomplished when the investor puts up some 
cash but pays the rest through a loan from the 
promoter dial will never have to be repaid. In 
other instances, the investment property is 
fraudulently appraised at a much higher value 
than it menu. 

According to Treasury Department esti- 
mates, abusive shelters cost the government 
more than $3.6 billion a year in lost revenues. 
While the campaign to curb them has been 
under way since the late 1970s, officials say they 
are now better armed for the attack.

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In long-distance trade, a buyer 
may be reluctant to pay for gpods 
that have not been received or in- 
spected, and a seller may not wish 
to ship the goods before receiving 
payment. The letter of credit uses 
banks as intennediaries to recon- 
cile the interests of both parties. 

The LC, as it is called, is a bind- 
ing agreement specifying precisely 
what is to be shipped, how much is 
to be paid and when, and other 
conditions of the transaction. It 
also guarantees the exporter that 
the money to pay for the shipment 
is available. 

Usually, two banks are involved. 
The first issues the letter for the 
importer. The second, or advising 
bank, confirms that the terms have 
been met and often receives the 
payment for the exporter. 

A fee ranging from about ft per- 
cent to ft percent of the face value 
of the LC is charged by the issuing 
bank. Additional fees are charged 
for processing the documents, con- 
firming thfi r terms amending 
the letter if necessary. Writing let- 
ters of credit is a low-risk but lucra- 
tive business for banks. 

Vincent M. Maulella, a vice pres- 
ident at Manufacturers Hanover 
Trust Co., said the changes “simply 
formalize practices that many or us 
are already doing. They recognize 
the changes caused by the new 
technologies.” 

For example, the old rules re- 
quired that ori ginal documents be 
sent to the advising bank, fascimile 
transmissions or other forms of 
electronic transfer are now permis- 
sible. Also, photocopies of original 
documents can be used. 


Hungary Bank 
Sets Eurocredit 
Of $250MMon 

Reurcn 

LONDON — The National 
Bank of Hungary has awarded 
a mandate for a $250-milJion, 
multi-currency Eurocredit, its 
agent. National Westminster 
Bank PLC said Monday. 

The six-year loan, which win 
have a European currency unit 
tranche, will have three years 
grace and cany a margin of one 
percentage point over the Lon- 
don interbank offered rate. A 
commitment fee of ft point will 
be paid to participating banks. 

National Westminster also 
said that Electriridad de Portu- 
gal, Portugal's electricity au- 
thority, has awarded a mandate 
for a seven-year Eurocredit 
equivalent to $50 million. 

The loan will have a four- 
year grace period and cany a 
premium of ft-percentage point 
over the Libor. 

In Frankfurt, bond market 
sources said United Technol- 
ogies Corp. is raising 100 mil- 
lion Deutsche marks (S33 mil-

W RITING in a calm voice. Kathleen Bra- 
iy brings to life the personally of Ida 
Tar bell, queen of the muckrakers. who was one 
of the first women to break the gender gap in 
American journalism. Nowadays, investigative 
reporting usually is considered glamorous: ear- 
ly in the century, muckraking was a dirty word. 
President Theodore Roosevelt h'unsdf used it 
in a derogatory sense to describe Tarbell, Lin- 
coln Steffens. "Roy Stannard Baker and other 
journalists who unearthed material about the 
excesses of the business trusts and the shame of 
the cities. 

The biography is replete with revealing anec- 
dotes. In a white House meeting. TarbeU as- 
sured the president that McClure's magazine 
was only concerned with reportage, not revolu- 
tion. ‘i don't object to the facts,” Roosevelt 
said, "but you and Baker are not practical!” 
Eventually 'after magazine and newspaper ex- 
poses and political considerations demanded 
federal regulation, Roosevelt himself carried a 
big stick against the trusts. 

The influence of TarbeU and her coUeagues 
went beyond government and journalism. In 
the first half of the 20th century, muckraking 
was developed into a fictional style by such 
novelists as Upton Sinclair. Theodore Dreiser, 
Sinclair Lews and John Steinbeck, all of whom 
were reprimanded for depicting the underside 
of American life a little too realistically. 

Brady, a Tune magazine reporter-researcher, 
looks for the woman behind tne famous byline. 
She has uncovered many details about the 
young woman from Titusville. Pennyslvania, 
who sacrificed a conventional life and directed 
her talents to crusading journalism. TarbeU 's 
articles and books made her an international 
celebrity. 

“As a woman in a male world, she felt herself 
so inferior, especially when glimpsed from the 
height of her dreams, that she dared not face 
many aspects of herself.** Brady writes. “She 
was a reasonable woman who thought she tried 
to accommodate herself to circumstances, not 
to change them. Yet she was called to achieve- 
ment in a day when women were called only to 
exist. Her triumph was that she succeeded. Her 
tragedy was never to know it”

That is one of Lhe interesting revelations in 
the biography. The crusading reporter who 
could turn the searchlight on others avoided 
turning it on herself as a woman. Yet how 
brightly her light shone. Tarbell. who was bom 
in 1857' and died in 1944. was as professional as 
they come; in this respect, she raised standards 
for other journalists and inspired succeeding 
generations of women. 

This eminently balanced biography is more 
than a valentine.’ Brady reveals that the voung 
muckraker who exposed corruption, life in the 
slums and the travails of working women 
could, in her later years, take surprising posi- 
tions. Like Steffens and other journalists, she 
was charmed by Mussolini when the Italian 
dictator consented to give her an interview. She 
failed to see the authoritarian behind the mask. 
And. most startling, TarbeU opposed the cru- 
sading suffragists. She said. “J feel sure of 
woman's place and the value of women in the 
world — without the ballot.” Nevertheless. 
Tarbell blazed a trail of independence that set 
an example for activist women in many fields.

In Defense of Heckling 



W ASHINGTON — Heckling 
has become a major campaign 
issue. Walter Mondale and Geral- 
dine Ferraro have both been vic- 
tims of heckling by Reagan sup- 
porters in the crowds. 

The big question is does heckling 
hdp or hurl a political ticket? 

Lawrence Deepthroat. who runs 
the Political School of Heckling at 
the University 
of Southern Cal- 
ifornia, believes 
that hecklers en- 
hance a politi- 
cian's campaign. 

He told me. 

“As much as 
Mondaie fumes 
against hecklers, 
they've done 
more than any- 
thing to liven up 
his rallies." 

“In what respect?" 

“Well, everyone knows when the 
candidate is out on the campaign 
trail — the only reason he is giving 
a speech is to get on Ihe evening 
news. A surefire way of doing this 
is io have a bunch of hecklers try to 
prevent the candidate from speak- 
ing. It not only makes great TV 
pictures, but it also gives him or her 
an opportunity to respond to the 
hecklers. It's the best uay to win 
the sympathy vote." 

“Are you trying to tell me that 
Mondale is putting on an act when 
he accuses the Republicans of 
sending out kids to heckle him?" 

“No. it is quite possible that he 
really objects to them. But his staff 
is rather pleased with the heckling. 
First, because Mondale gets mad 
when he’s being heckled and shows 
some emotion. Secondly, they can 
accuse the Republicans of resorting 
to dirty tricks, hoping to bring back 
memories of Nixon supporters' tac- 
tics in 1972. it is my personal belief 
[hat heckling has fired up the Dem- 
ocrats, and the Mondale- Ferraro 
ticket has gained more by being 
heckled than they have lost." 

Baron Lends Modem .Art

LONDON — Baron Hans Hein- 
rich Thyssen-Bomemisza is lending 
1 14 modem paintings to the Royal 
Academy of .Arts in London, for 
exhibit from Oct. 12 through Dec.

“The Republicans must know 
this." I said. “Why are they sending 
out hecklers if it can only help the 
opposition?" 

“I don't think they are. In fact, 
the smart GOP pols would just as 
soon stop the heckling as they 
know it's counterproductive. But 
they're not in control of the far-out 
pro-Reagan factions. In Mondale's 
case the college kids are doing the 
heckling. Ferraro's hecklers come 
mostly from the Right to Lire 
groups.” 

“Why are the college kids so in- 
tent on heckling?" 

“For two reasons. One. it's a lot 
of fun. and since they're not in- 
formed on the issues, heckling is 
the only thing they know how to 
do. Secondly, they also hope to get 
on the evening news or in the pa- 
pers the next day.' 1 


“Why don’t they heckle Presi- 
dent Reagan as well?" 

“For one thing, Reagan's cam- 
paign staffers are much more selec- 
tive as to the type of audiences the 
president addresses. They keep 
light control of the tickets io make 
sure the audience is made up of 
only Reagan supporters. The police 
and Secret Service see io it that 
Reagan hecklers are kept at least 
one block away from where he’s 
speaking." 

“Wouldn’t hecklers help Reagan 
as much as they're helping Mon- 
dale?" 

“At the moment the Reagan 
camp doesn't need them because 
the polls are so much in the presi- 
dent's favor. 1 haven't seen their 
game plan, but they might be wait- 
ing for the last few weeks or the 
campaign before they allow Rea- 
gan to be heckled." 

“And the president doesn't mind 
being heckled?" 

“He loves iL He has a list of great 
one-liners against hecklers that can 
guarantee him a standing ovation." 


“Then it is your opinion that 
heckling a presidential candidate is 
not such a bad thing, and Mondale 
shouldn't make a big deal of it.” 

“He has to make a big deal of it. 
Otherwise the heckling might die 
down and he'll have to go back to 
discussing his economic reforms. 
What TV news executive in his 
right mind would pul that on the 
air?" 


A Tip of the Panama Hat to Guayaquil

G uayaquil. Ecuador — 
Larger, wealthier and more 
dynamic than the country’s 
mountain capital, the port of 
Guayaquil has long resented be- 
ing ruled from Quito. It has occa- 
sionally rebelled, it has frequent- 
ly grumbled and it has always 
tried to use its economic power to 
political advantage. But it has 
never shaken off its complex 
about being No. 2. 

Today, the mood is more up- 
beat. Lebn Febres Cordero, a na- 
tive son who personifies Guaya- 
quil's dedication to hard work 
and profit, was elected president 
in May thanks to a huge majority 
in this region. And now he is in 
office in Quito, surrounded by 
secretaries, aides and not a few 
cabinet ministers from the coast. 
“Perhaps the central government 
will change its ways," a local 
businessman said hopefully. 

Quito is Indian and colonial 
Ecuador, an administrative and 
religious capital, old, formal, 
slow-moving, an architectural 
jewel more than 9,000 feet (2,700 
meters) above sea level, where 
chilly winds sweep pedestrians 
off its narrow streets by nightfall. 

In contrast. Guayaquil, al- 
though founded in 1535. seems 
like a young city, not only be- 
cause a succession of huge fires — 
the last was in 1896 — left no old 
buildings, but also because it is 
noisy, open, irreverent and. to 
those in Quito, a trifle vulgar. 
Here, the influence of Ecuador's 
large Indian population cannot 
be felL The tropical port's trading 
contacts with the world have in- 
stead drawn Chinese. Lebanese, 
Italians and Spaniards into the 
melting pot. 

In the daytime, its streets are 
dogged with stalls selling an ar- 
ray of imported goods. In the cool 
of the evening, the same streets 
make room for promenaders. 

“It's a strange combination." 
Lhe president noted of his home- 
town. “It’s very hard-driving and 
at the same time very tropical." 

Guayaquil is a clean city and 
(he credit for that goes to its new 
mayor. 32-year-old Abdali Bu- 
caram Ortiz. But the port's two 
million inhabitants agree on little 
else when it comes to Bucaram. 
He is variously described as Com-

raunisi, fascist, a great leader and 
a total disaster. 

“He's terrible, but he's done 
some good things," one local 
said, with typical ambivalence. 

The grandson of Lebanese im- 
migrants, the nephew of the late 
Assad Bucaram, the country's 
dominant politician of the 1970s, 
and the broLher-in-law of the late 
President Jaime Roldos Aguilera, 
killed in a plane crash in 1981, 
Abdala Bucaram was very much 
a known quantity when elected 
last January. His fame, though, 
came less from family connec- 
tions than from his moralistic 
style when serving as city super- 
intendent in 1983. 

He closed brothels, banned 
movies that he considered porno- 
graphic, imposed strict controls 
on local casinos and once person- 
ally sewed up the slit in a young 
woman’s skirt that he considered 
indecent. 

.As mayor, his ethic is recorded 
in signs outside his office. “Please 
donTinvite me to social events 
because I don’t have time to go," 
one says. 

At night, he often wanders the 
streets imposing fines on car 
owners who obstruct traffic or on 
shopkeepers who scatter garbage. 
“When 1 see a problem, people 


correct it,” he said. “People have 
a lot of respect for me — or fear 
perhaps." He carries a firearm, he 
said, lifting a submachine gun 
from behind his desk, “because 
there are still lots or assailants 
around." 

He dashed with the new gov- 
ernment when he ordered the re- 
lease of 90 students arrested dur- 
ing a violent protest against 
increased bus fares. He has also 
infuriated local businessmen by 
levying stiff “voluntary contribu- 
tions” for violations of minor city 
ordinances. “The oligarchies have 
had their 'way for too long,” he 
said. ‘Tm committed to fighting 
for the poor." 

With wrougjhl-iron benches 
placed beneath shaded arcades 
and the smell of coffee and noise 
of salsa music that often coexist 
in Latin American ports, Guaya- 
quil seems just the place to wear a 
hat, one of those finely woven 
white ones with a black ribbon 
and a brim that tips low enough 
to add a touch of the sinister. 

Few people follow the script 
here, but Guayaquil is nonethe- 
less the last stronghold of the 
Panama hat, which always came 
from Ecuador and never from 
Panama. The hat earned its mis-' 


nomer because President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt wore one when 
visiting construction work on the 
Panama Canal in 1906. 

Today, Carlos Elias Barberan 
stands in a narrow store stocked 
with enough hats to fill a bullring, 
ready to give the same explana- 
tion to anyone who shows inter- 
est “People would go to the car- 
nival in Panama and they wanted 
a hat like the one Roosevelt 
wore," be recalled, “so business 
was good for us." 

But that was many years ago 
when, he said, “even the poor 
could afford a good hat" Today, 
at the age of 70, Barberan has the 
only Panama hat shop in Guaya- 

? uil, and he is almost alone in 
mancing the peasants from 
Mon tetris ti to the north of here 
who have kept alive the tradition 
of weaving Lhe leaves of the to- 
quilla cactus into elegant and du- 
rable hats. 

“I’m reeling old," he said. “I 
opened the store in 1932. But 1 
have a love for this." 

The day of the hat will return, 
he feels sure. “Ten years ago. I'd 
sell about 3,000 a year," he said. 
“This year, I should sdl 10,000 or 
so. Fashions change, but elegance 
always survives."
